Public  Spirit  and  lteceiit  Improve¬ 
ments  ill  t»itr  Town. 

To  the  Citizen : 

Some  three  years  since  a  village  im¬ 
provement  associat  ion  was  organized  for 
the  purjiose  of  advancing  improvements 
and  cultivating  public  spirit  to  a  degree 
of  usefulness  which  should  be  felt  and 
have  a  beneficial  effect  in  our  town. 
It  was  said,  and  intended  no  doulit,  that 
such  an  organization  was  needed  ami 
would  accomplish  much.  Its  first  effort 
was  the  Park  improvements,  and  they 
were  well  done-  und.  there  was  (jut  one 
opinion,  that  of  commendation  to  the 
gentlemen  who  had  charge  of  them. 
Nest  came  that  very  knotty  quest i<>h. 
that  of  drainage,  and  a  committee  spent 
much  time  m  trying  tokilve  the  question. 
They  recommended  a  project  whereby  it 
could  have  been  accomplished  at  a  cost 
of  al»ont  $9,000.  This  was  too  heavy 
an  amount  mid  it  killed  the  association  ; 
ft  has  never  had  a  meeting  since  the  date 
of  that  committee’s  rc|H»rt.  What  the 
cause  wa^  we  are  unable  to  say,  except 
that  it  was  too  large  for  tax  payers.  The 
association  did  not  adjourn  sine  die,  but 
it  is  a  thing  of  the  past  now  and  its  use¬ 
fulness,  it  seems,  has  ceased. 

Next  came  a  project  to  have  a  foun¬ 
tain  in  the  Center,  and  this  met  wjfh 
universal  sanction  and  approval,  but  tor 
some  cause  or  other  it  has  sunk  out  of 
sight.  Nothing  has  lteen  accomplished, 
although  the  cost  was  very  small  con. 
sidering  the  lieauty  and  usefulness  it 
would  hav6  added  to  that  ]K»rtion  of  our 
town  which  every  one  coming  into  it, 
whether  as  visitor  or  resident,  never 
fails  to  see  or  pass  through.  Next  on 
the  list  was  the  organization  of  a  Fire 
Department,  by  a  few  worthy  citizens, 
after  we  had  Itoen  visited  by  a  number 
of  serious  conflagrations,  and  the  very 
center  of  the  town  almost  wholly  devas¬ 
tated  and  left  in  a  forlorn-looking  con¬ 
dition.  It  became  a  serious  question,  but 
it  was  solved  by  hard  work  on  the  part 
of  a  few  ;  in  their  untiring  efforts  they 
pushed  the  matter  with  that  sort  of 
energy  which  will  always  accomplish 
whatever  it  undertakes. 

Through  the  same  agency,  and  with 
that  same  commendable  spirit,  we  were 
given  a  splendid  supply  of  water,  the 
value  of  which  few  of  us 'appreciate  at 
the  present  time.  That  the  future  will 
render  thanks  for  the  law  we  have  no 
doubt. 

This  Association,  called  the  Bloomfield 


lire  Association,  is  now  also  .-tauqs-d 
out  by  tin*  recent  action  out  Town 
C’ommiTtee,  ami  strange  as  it  may  scorn, 
too,  without  any  cau.-e  ou  the  part  of 
the  Association,  as  we  have  taken  pains 
to  inquire  if  any  r«*al  trouble  had  come 
to  light,  if  any  charge  of  misconduct  hail 
hern  procnti'd.  if  any  grievance  what¬ 
ever  had  boon  shown,  but  investigation 
show>  that  there  is  no  good  and  sufficient 
reason  why  the  Association  has  liccn 
abandoned  and  its  prerogatives  undcrtal 
en  by  the  Town  Comm itu<*,  except  to 
show  its  mistaken  authority.  We  say 
mistaken, liecause  from  past  experience 
lire  matters  we  sjH-ak  from  knowkslgc 
und  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  Town 
Committee  has  made  a  most  s«?ri‘MLs  mis. 
take,  and  time  w  ill  liear  us  out  ill  the 
statement.  The  Fire  Department  will 
not  Is*  a  year  hence  what  it  is  to-day 
nor  as  safe  for  the  public  good,  and  those 
who  liaye  lieeu  closely  identified  w  ith  it. 
work  during  the  past  year  are  fully  sat 
isfied  of  this  facts.  We  are  of  the  opinic 
that  the  -oonerthcTownCoinniittce  turn! 
the  whole  business  over  to  the  Association, 
to  w  hom  it  projH.*rly  lieloiigs,  and  w  ho  can 
regulate  its  affairs  U*st,  the  I  letter  it  will 
lie  Ibr  the  eommittee  themselves  and  lor 
the  whole  eoiiiumiiity.  In  the  alxivc  w 
have  endeavored  to  take  a  candid  view 
of  the  situation  for  the  liest  interests  of 
the  w  hole  town  and  its  committee,  and  if 
the  uImivc  course  is  rejected  it  will  linik 
to  the  writer  very  much  as  though  the 
action  of  the  committee  is  a  determination 
to  crush  out  any  organization  that  may 
come  into  existence  lor  any  good  w  hat¬ 
ever.  We  say,  then,  let  public  spirit  lie 
maintained  ulmveull  other  considerations 
so  long  as  it  helps  the  community  at 
large,  for  on  this  depends  our  very  exist 
ence.  Justice.

Victor  Hugo:  The  Poet. 


ANNA  L.  WARD. 

The  death  of  Victor  Hugo  has  filled 
the  newspaper  press  with  articles  relat 
ing  to  his  marvellous  career  as  a  patriot 
and  as  an  author.  To  most  Americans 
and  to  other  English-speaking  nat inns’ 
the  name  of  Victor  Hugo  is  almost  ex¬ 
clusively  associated  with  his  prose  pr< 
duct  ions.  Such  of  his  works  of  fiction 
as  have  lieon  rendered  into  English  have 
been  extensively  read.  1  (is  “magnificent 
historical  dramas"  arc  known  through¬ 
out  the  civilized  world  as  masted  produc¬ 
tions.  Ever  increasing  in  their  tr  iumphs 
must  lie  “Marie  Tudor,"  “Ruv  Bias," 

Lucrecc  Borgia"  and  “Hemani.” 

Of  his  iKH'try  almost  nothing  is  known 
by  Americans.  But  a  small  proportion 
of  his  jiocnis  have  lieen  translated  from 
the  French,  and  but  few  of  them  are  ca¬ 
pable  of  lieing  rendered  into  any  ’  lan¬ 
guage  without  marring  their  lieauty. 
They  must  lie  read  in  the  original  if  we 
would  appreciate  them.  Then  we  too 
will  join  in  the  almost  universal  convic¬ 
tion  that  Victor  Hugo  s  title  to  lame,  as 

literary  man,  must  be  his  inietry. 

At  ten  ycar9  of  age  Victor  Hugo  puli- 
lished  verses  that  had  marked  merit 
Four  years  later,  his  first  tragedy  was 
produced  ;  and  the  lollowing  year,  "at  the 
age  of  fifteen,  his  first  successful  venture 
as  a  poet  was  achieved.  Before  Hugo 
was  twenty  years  of  age,  his  first  book 
was  published.  It  was  called  “  Odes  et 
Poesies  Diverse*,"  and  consisted  of  a  col¬ 
lection  of  short  poems  and  bits  of  verse 
that  had  previously  been  published  in 
newspapers  and  magazines.  This  was 
followed,  in  182fi,  by  a  second  volume 
‘jC ttles  et  /la lludes"  in  which  a  change 
in  political  and  literary  opinions  was 
distinctly  market!.  Thus  the  mail  was 
famous  before  he  w  as  thirty  years  old. 

To  the  French,  Victor  Hugo  has  ever 
been  an  ideal-poet,  and  no  lyric  poet  has 
equalled  him  amongst  the  writers  of  that 
nation.  Brilliant  in  word-painting,  he 
mingles  a  rich  imagery  w  ith  a  delicate 
sensibility  anil  tenderness  that  bring 
into  close  sympathy  the  writer  with  the 
lover  of  that  which  apjieals  to  youthful 
ambition  ami  to  youthful  hope,  to  sor¬ 
row,  to  friendship  and  t6  love,  and 
everywhere  is  an  apparent  fondness  for 
nature.  Throughout  his  idyls,  lyrics, 
odes,  satires  and  elegies,  and  even  in 
his  convivial  songs,  he  ever  rises  a 
champion  of  the  poor  and  of  the  virtu¬ 
ous.  The  lieauty  and  variety  of  his  |x>- 
etic  subjects,  and  their  illustrations, 
stand  in  strong  contrast  to  many  ol  the 
extravagances  which  are  justly  con- 


diiniMil  by  th«*H-  familiar  with  lib*  pos-c 
ami  dramatic  works. 

Mr. -Longfelkiw  says :  “Victor  llugn 
stands  undoubtedly  at  the  hpad 
modem  French  jiocts.  In  'jgor 
thought  and  splendor  of  diction. 
ls*auty  and  variety  of  poetical  ilhistr.i 
thins,  he  is  unrivaled  by  any  of  l|is  o«hi- 
tenqioraries."
